POLITICS AND THE SATIONAL 
After the war of 1813, the Congress of 
the United States chartered what is known 
in history as the Bank of the Uuiited 


States, the parent. bank being located in 
Philadelphia, and one, or more btanehes | 
existing in each of the States. The capi- 


tal and circulation of this bank and of ita 


| branches were. trifling as compared with 


the National Banks of the present day. In 


 conrse of time the United States Bank 


grew rich and powerful; elected, 
through its influence, members of Con- 
gtess, and even Senators. Emboldened by 
its. suceess, its chief managers pushed their 
influence so far asto contré! more than 
one State Legislature. In 1824 there was 


an election for Président, and; no candi- 


date having obtained a majority of the 
Electaral vote, the election went to the 
House. In fhat body it so happened that 
all the friends ‘of the bank, all its repre- 
sentatives and agents, opposed the candi- 
daie who had the: largest popular vote, 
and eleeted the minority candidate Presi- 


dent. In 1828 the same bank, through the 


management and directory of its 
branches, again opposed | Jackson, 
and gave of its money and used 
all its influence to Adams. 
The support of the bank was, in one sense, 
of great aid to Adams; but, in another 
sense, it was fatal to him. While tlie 
bank officers and agents were able. to con - 
trol and demoralize a number of political’ 
leaders, this very proceeding only intensi- 
tied the popular determination to elect 
Jackson. We all know what followed. 
The application of the bank for a renewal 
of its charter was opposed by Jackson ; 
then grew up that memorable contest in 
which the barik and its branches 
were arrayed on one. side in a 
Presidential campaign, and the people 
on the other. Thousands of men re- 
sponded to the appeal to save the 
Government from the control of the banks, 
and to defeat the candidate who was to 
be elected by the banks, and to be their 
tool and their creature, The result was 
the annihilation of the bank and its 
branches fer the crime of interfering in 
polities to control the election of a Presi- 
dent of the United St The bank, of 
course, went out of existence, 

We are now in the midst of another 
Presidential election. Instead of one Na- 
tional Bank and one Nicholas Biddle, we 
have 1,900 National Banks, It so happens 
that in the present Congress there are 71 
officers or proprietors of Nationa! Banks, 
and it .alse happens that they 
are, alnost without an exception, 
supporters of General Grant. This, of 
course, may be accidental, but the fact ex- 
ists nevertheless. Many of these banks 
are depositories of pablic money ; thai is 
ta aay, the Government has selected them 
tokeep each from $50,000 to $500,000 of 
We 
do not mean to say that all the proprietors 
of these banks are Republicans,or profess- 
ing friends of Grant. On the cor- 


trary, many of them are. Dem- 
ocrats. The Baltimore Convention 
will contain several of them ; 


but, by one of thosé coincidences which 
so aroused public sehtiment in 1828 in the 
case of the oid National Bank, tlrese cen- 
tlemen are generally opposed to Greeley. 
They are generally eppesed to specie-yry- 
ments, and Greeley is known to be in 
favor of specié-paymeénts. Then same of 
them have latgé pubhe deposits to draw 
interest on. | 
* Now, we do not believe there is any or- 
ganized purpose on the part of the Na- 
tional Banks of the country to eontribate 
their money te earry the election for or 
against Greeley or Grant. Such a pro- 
ceeding would be too dangerous to their 
interests. But stch an impression 
exists among. the .people, and the 
officc-holders and. the corruptienists 
generally are rather joud in pre- 
claming that the banks alone will 
contribute money enough to elect Grant. 
Senator Morton makes the point in all his 
apeeches that all the National Banks and 
moneyed corporations support Grant be- 
caose they dare not trust Greeley and his 
notions regarding the usefulness of specie 
in regulating exchanges. ‘There is, there- 
fore, ar.pidly-growing sentiment that, if 
the National Banks enter the campaign to 
control the election, it is time to inquire 
whether, in creating by law a great tinan- 
cial power, we have also created a politi- 
cal power dangerous to the public weal. 
The banks are none too popular now, and 
they should take care that they do not 
overstep their legitimate functions. They 
were protected against Secretary Bout- 
well’s raid upon them mainiy by those 
who went into the Cincinnati movement ; 
and, while we never look to corporations 
fot gratitude, we always do look to them 
for prudence.
